Is it not far better to accept fair standards of quality 
and aid in the enforcement of the law, as it will benefit 
all consumers and every legitimate manufacturer, rather 
than fight for the dishonest merchants and oppose both 


common sense and right?

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ORIGANUM OIL FROM CYPRUS. 
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Two samples of origanum oil have been forwarded re- 
cently to the Imperial Institute by the Acting Director of 
Agriculture for Cyprus. The first was received in January, 
1905, and represented the main stock of the distillate for 
1904-05. 
July of last year, and represented the oil distilled during 


the season The second sample was received in 
the season 1905-06. 

The main supply was in each case forwarded to the 
Crown agents for the Colonies for sale, on the basis of the 
results of analyses made at the Imperial Institute. 

The sample of oil received in 1905 weighed about 2.5 lbs.,

The “phenol” was extracted from the oil by the usual 
methods, and, after careful examination, was identified as 
carvacrol, which is a liquid isomeride of the better-known 
solid, crystalline substance thymol, generally present in 
French “white oil of thyme” obtained from Thymus vul- 
garis. Carvacrol resembles thymol in odour, and is some 
what closely related to it chemically Thymol is extracted 
on a considerable scale from such materials as ajowan oil, 
obtained from an Indian plant Carum ajowan, and is used 
as an ingredient in perfumes, or as an antiseptic. It is 
probable that carvacrol could be used in the same manner, 
though as an antiseptic it seems to have received but little 
attention up to the present. The Cyprus origanum oil 
would be an excellent raw material for the preparation of 
carvacrol. 

No information was supplied with the sample as to the 
botanical name of the plant yielding the Cyprus origanum 
oil, but in composition and characters the latter agrees 
very closely with that yielded by Origanum hirtum, which 
is known in commerce as Trieste or Cretan origanum oil.

Origanum onites, which Professor Dunstan obtained dur- 
ing his recent visit to Cyprus. It would be of interest to 


have the botanical name of the plant producing the Cyprus 


origanum oil definitely determined, and a herbarium speci- 
men of the plant has been asked for in order that its 
botanical identity may be established. 

Samples of the oil were submitted to soap manufacturers, 
manufacturing druggists, makers of perfumery, and brokers 
dealing in essential oils. These firms were informed of the 
results of the chemical examination, and they were asked 
to make offers for the whole or a portion of the consign- 
ment. The following is a selection of the opinions ex 
pressed by these firms as to the quality and value of the oil: 

Soap Manufacturers.—It was obvious that the dark col 
our of the oil would prevent its use for perfuming white 
or transparent soaps without bleaching, although a lim 
ited number of soap-makers were prepared to buy the ma 
terial. It was ascertained in the course of these inquiries 
that most of the oil of this type now used by these firms 
is obtained from France or Spain, and the Cyprus oil was 
new to most of them. The French oil, it should be pointed 
out, is derived from Thymus vulgaris, and usually contains 
thymol, though this may be replaced by carvacrol. The 
source of the Spanish oil, which contains carvacrol but no 
thymol, is not definitely known, but is probably a species 
of origanum. From both these oils “white thyme oils” are 
prepared by special processes of rectification. 

Manufacturing firms stated 
that they could not use this oil in place of white thyme

oil, as the phenol it contains is carvacrol and not thymol, 
and it was not certain how the bactericidal properties of 
these two phenols compared

oil of Cretan origanum, which contains carvacrol, possesses 
strongly antiseptic properties. As the result of their being 
made acquainted with this work, the firm in question re 
vised their opinion of the oil and expressed willingness to 
buy a quantity at the current price for red thyme oil. 

Perfumery Makers.—No offers were received from firms 
of this class.

It is noteworthy that a German firm, to 
whose notice the oil was brought, stated that they did not 
consider it likely that so large a consignment of this oil 
could be sold at remunerative rates, and that the demand 
for origanum oil had fallen off somewhat in recent years. 
The best of the offers received were communicated by 
the Imperial Institute to the Crown agents for the Colonies, 
by whom the two consignments were finally sold as follows:

and Spain, and with the “origanum oil” produced in Smyr- 
na, and that consequently a sudden increase in production 
in Cyprus might lead to a considerable fall in price. The 
Cyprus oil has, however, the advantage that it is very rich 
in the odorous and antiseptic constituent carvacrol, and it 
is probably due to its richness in this constituent, as re- 
vealed by the analyses made at the Imperial Institute, that 
the comparatively high prices realised for these consign- 
ments were obtained at a time when “red thyme oils” were 
selling at lower rates. It would be advantageous if a 
refined white oil could be prepared by some simple method 
from this material, as this would probably fetch an en- 
hanced price, and be applicable to other purposes for which 
the “red oil” is unsuitable—Bulletin of the Imperial In 
Stitute. 





WHAT IS OIL OF JUNIPER >* 


There appears to be as much difference between the 
juniper oil distilled on the Continent, principally in Hun- 
gary, from the freshly picked berries 


(possibly not en- 
tirely free from leaves and twigs), and the oil distilled in 
England from the berries which have naturally become 
partially dried, as there is between the patent still whisky 
and the malt whisky, which has been so much in evidence 
latterly in the courts of lew. 

There is also doubt as to whether the valuable properties 
of juniper oil are due to the terpene constituents which 
one finds in a larger proportion in the imported oil dis- 
tilled in Hungary, or to the heavy constituent, cadinene, 
which one finds*in the greater proportion in the English 
distilled oils, and the presence of which so modifies the 
physical characters of the oil. 

Briefly, the character of these two classes of oils may 


be set out as under:

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Oils of both classes might easily fall within the B. P. 
limits for specific gravity, and if freshly distilled fulfil the 
requirement as to solubility, and yet the proportion of 
pinene would probably vary from 30 to 65 per cent., ac- 
cording as the specific gravity was at one extreme or the 
other. 

With these premises, therefore, it must be obviously very 
difficult to say what is juniper oil, and it is certainly néces- 
sary that if official in a subsequent pharmacopceia some 
attempt should be made to more clearly define the oil, based, 
if possible, upon experiments as to the valuable medicinal 
constituent or the oil. If pinene be of 
value, then obviously the light oils, which latterly have 


constituents of 


received such condemnations, may be the more valuable. 
If the heavier fractions have medicinal properties, then it 
may be desirable that the oil should be distilled from the 
berries that have become partially dried, or that the im- 
ported oil should be fractionated so ay,to remove from it a 
considerable proportion of pinene, which may be unde- 
sirable and possibly inert. 

In our present knowledge of the position, and until ex- 
periments have been conducted on the separated constitu- 
ents of juniper oil, it would appear that the requirements 
of the British Pharmacopeceia should be fairly broad ones, 
and we would suggest as limits into which, in our experi- 
ence, oils’ of good quality fall, characters and tests some- 
what as under: 

Specific gravity, at 15° C., 0.860 to 0.885. 
Optical rotation in 100 Mni. tube, -3° to -12° 


Fractionation not more than 60 per cent. should distil be- 
low 165° C. 

Refractive Index.—The refractive index of the oil itself 
is of little value, but when applied to the higher fractions 
it is a useful constant. In our experience the residue, after 
distilling 80 per cent. of the oil, should have a refractive 
index of at least 1.4900, indicating a normal proportion of 
sesquiterpene. 

Solubility —It should be soluble when freshly distilled in 
10 volumes of 90 per cent. alcohol, but the solubility dimin- 
ishes with age, owing to oxidation, the specific gravity 
increasing accordingly ; hence the solubility test alone is of 
little value in judging the purity of an oil. 

It should be noted that the English oil is usually less 
soluble than the foreign oil, on account of the higher pro- 
portion of sesquiterpene. 

It is perfectly clear that it is difficult in many cases to say 
definitely whether an oil is a genuine distillate or whether 
it has been fractionated to remove the less soluble sequiter- 
pene; and it is practically impossible to decide from analy- 
tical figures to what extent, if any, rectified oil of terpentine 
has been added to a given sample.

Cotton-seed Oil is obtained in large quantities from the 
seeds of different kinds of cotton seeds, Gossypium These 
plants are found wild in Asia, Africa and America. In 
Europe these plants are found on the islands of the 
Mediterranean, in Southern Spain, Italy and Russia. The 
seeds contain 15-40% of oil, and formerly were thrown 
away. Lewkowitsch’s * examination of different seeds as 
to oil-content showed the following results:

The cotton-seed is covered with wooly fibres constituting 
the well-known cotton. These fibres are removed by gins, 
and then the oil is obtained by pressure and extraction 
The raw oil is not clear, rather viscous and dark brown in 
color. The refining of this oil is done with alkalis, as de- 
scribed below 

Cotton-seed Oil is half dry, absorbing about 6 of 
oxygen from the air in 24 hours. Cotton-seed Oil fatty 
acids absorb much less-oxygen from the air, only about 
8% in 24 hours 

The Elaid test leaves a semi-solid, buttery substance. 

The melting and congealing point of cotton-oil fatty 
acids is rather high, and this serves often to distinguish 
this oil from others similar to it. For instance, corn oil 
is easily distinguished from cotton oil, by the Titer test 
of its free fatty acids

The glass or test- 
tube in which the reaction is to be brought about is held 
in boiling water, until the coal-holding sulphur is steamed 
off. The remaining liquid changes to a deep red color. 
By this test the smallest quantity of cotton oil may be

Needed solu- 
tions: 1.1 gr. silver nitrate is dissolved in 200 c.cm. of 
alcohol and 40 c.cm. of ether, and acidulated with 2 drops 
of saltpetre acid; 2.15 c.cm. of colza oil is dissolved in 
100 c.cm. of amyl alcohol. The reaction is brought about 
as follows: 10 c.cm. of the oil to be tested is put into a 
reagent glass, mixed with 1 c.cm. of solution No. 1; then 
it is shaken up with 1c c.cm. of solution No. 2 and held 
in boiling water for 15 minutes. If any cotton oil is 
present the test becomes reddish brown. 

Some of the physical and chemical constants of cotton 
oil are: Specific gravity, .922 at 15° C.; congealing point, 
3 to 4° C.; saponification No., 192-194; J. No., 106-110; 
Hehner No., 95 Some of the physical and chemical 
constants of cotton-oil fatty acids are: Congealing point, 
32-35 C.; melting point, 35-38° C.; Neutralization No., 
203-207 ; average molecular weight 275; J No., 112-115. 

Cotton oil plays a very important role in the soap indus 
try. Few branches have had to suffer so much from short 
supply of raw materials as that of soap-making, and hence 
at times either this or the other fat is not to be had, or 
finds some new application. This has happened with cotton 
oil. This oil plays so prominent a part in soap-making 
because it is adapted to so many kinds of soaps, to hard 
as well as soft soaps of all kinds. On this account many 
brands of Cotton-seed Oil are sold in Germany, under 
various trade marks supposed to have special saponifying 
qualities 

When used alone cotton oil does not saponify easily, but 
in combination with other fats and oils, such as grain and 
linseed oils, tallow, ete., using an average strong caustic 
soda 20-25° Be., an easy combination with good saponifi- 
cation is secured. Soaps made from this material with- 
stand temperature changes well, and store well, it being 
understood that these soaps are properly mixed. Soaps 
made with cotton oil also take up various fillers well, such 
as potato meal, talc, chalk, etc. These soaps also are 
pleasantly perfumed by the cotton oil, the smell appearing 
only in the act of washing. 

Before taking up the matter of the actual use of cotton 
oil in soap-making, a word is necessary as to the bleaching 
of this oil, for it is often quite dark in color, yet is to be 
used in white soaps. ‘The important elements in this 
bleaching process are strong, high-grade caustic soda 
and lye. 

Bleaching is done after this fashion: A given quantity 
of oil is placed in a rust-free kettle and warmed to 
33-35 R., then 5 kilos 38° Be. lye is slowly poured into 
it. An emulsion is thus formed, in which the fat soon 
clears, the saponified fat separating as flakes of soap. The 
crutching is continued for half an hour, the kettle is 
covered with cloths and the oil allowed to stand. As the 
oil is more or less clear, a certain amount of dark matter 


— 
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is skimmed off. All of these oils possess a certain amount 
of fatty acids slimy matter, which is added to the dark 
soap taken away. 

The soap-maker, however, works this up into the darker 
soaps. 

He who makes nothing but white soaps had better bleach 
the cotton oil with acids, as must always be done with 
very impure, dark oils. 

In using cotton oil for white soaps it is found to com- 
bine well with various grain oils, cocoanut oil and tallow, 
one-third of the mixture being cotton oil. 

Cotton oil is especially well adapted to soft soaps, silver 
soaps, etc. When this oil is clean and clear it may be 
mixed with tallow up to 70 

Cotton oil is most especially well fitted for combination 
with linseed oil for the making of that soap, and deserves 
more attention from manufacturers of this kind of soap.

ARTIFICIAL COLORS.*

Seriously, the so-called coal-tar colors which are made 
use of in foods have no physiological action whatever, in 
the true sense of the term. I mean by that, if you would 
take into your stomach any reasonable quantity of such 
‘olors, no physiological action would result, and this is 
positively true, and has been so proved by every observer 
who has investigated the subject. For demonstrations, see 
the work of Weyl, already alluded to, or the more elaborate 
treatise of Schultz-Julius, as translated by Green. In- 
deed, I know of no class of chemical compounds so free 
in their entirety from effect upon the human system, even 
though taken in a thousand times the quantity that is 
ever administered in a food; even water is not more harm- 
less. It has been often charged that these colors contain 
large quantities of arsenic—which was true of certain 
colors when first made, and when they were never used 
in food products, but it is not true to-day. But if the color 
were composed principally of arsenic, the small quantity 
employed, about I part in 32,000 of food, could be so taken 
without noticeable physiological effect. Being without 
physiological action, and practically inert, we have no ac- 
count of such physiological action to render. And, while I 
am speaking here of the colors, which are used in food, and 
not of the colors which are not used in, and while it is ad- 
mitted that there are colors made, which are used as dyes 
which possess poisonous characteristics, I still desire to in- 
sist, that if the poisonous colors WERE used in foods—AND 
POISONOUS COLORS ARE NOT USED IN Foops—that, neverthe- 
less, the tinctorial power of these substances is so great 
that if the poisonous colors were used in food no harm 
whatever would result. 

We come now to the really important part of our 
subject. 

Why are artificial colors used in food products? 

To deceive the public, the Agricultural Chemist would 
reply. 

The food manufacturer would truthfully reply, “to please 


the public, and because the public demands that the food 
which is to be eaten shall be properly colored.” 

And now comes Pawlow, a justly celebrated Russian 
physician and physiological chemist, the greatest physi- 
ologist who has ever lived, and one of the greatest men 
of all time, whose work has proven that the entire opera- 
tion of the digestive apparatus is set in operation solely 
and alone through the action of a special part of the 
nervous system which proceeds from the brain and sup- 
plies all the glands of digestion, and which nervous ap- 
paratus will only set the glands to secreting the digestive 
fluids when itself is acted upon by the senses of smelling, 
seeing and _ tasting—the gustatory apparatus, which 
is of the highest importance to life. Pawlow has proved 
more. He has proved that the digestive glands not only 
are important for the secretion of the digestive fluid, but 
that if the body is persistently robbed of the fluid from 
one of the glands, the animal will die. It, therefore, be- 
comes very important to the continuance of life, to furnish 
the means to excite the gustatory apparatus to work, and 
to keep it at work, and those features which are pro- 
vided along with the food, such as the color and the 
flavor of the food, are of even greater importance, so far 
as the benefits which we may derive from the food, than 
can be any questions of the relative quantities of proteid, 
fat, carbohydrates and mineral in the food—which we 
once thought were the only indices of food values. And 
so we have need for the flavors, and a lot of them, and 
for colors, and all of them which it is proper to put into 
food; and the reason for the existence of the extract 
manufacturer, and the confectioner as well, is to be 
found in this wonderful revelation of an elementary 
physiological fact, by this great man, Pawlow. Moreover, 
it is not to tickle the fancy, or to please the eye, per se, 
but to assist in the elaboration of a serjes of processes 
upon which life most certainly depends. Of Pawlow a 
reviewer wrote, in a medical publication, to the physicians 
of America, “read Pawlow’s Die Arbeit der Verauungs- 
drusen, and be proud that you are a physician.” So 
great is his honor and his renown that it becomes an 
honor to belong to the same profession as this man whose 
voice we may never hear, whose face we may never see, 
but who has written upon the pages of time these things 
which will remain, a mark of his genius, while time shall 
stand.

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NOTES ON FLAVORING EXTRACTS 
AND STANDARDS.* 


By R. O. Brooks 

Previously we have dealt mainly with the subjects of 
vanilla resins and the strengths (not quantity) of al 
cohol necessary to extract same and hold in solution; and 
also to prepare high-grade or even legally pure lemon 
and orange extracts We will now say a few words 
regarding that other stumbling-block, vanillin, and inci- 
dentally Tonka beans, and coumarin 

Vanillin, to which much, but by no means all, of the 
flavor of the vanilla “bean” is due, is chemically known 
as methylprotocatechuic aldehyde and is found in and 
on the surface of the “bean,” as fine crystalline needles, 
soluble with some difficulty in cold water, but easily soluble 
in hot water, alcohol, ether and chloroform. Its melting 
point is between 80 and 81° Centigrade, and at that tem 
perature and above it is slowly volatile with steam. With 
ammonia ,it forms an addition product, broken up by 
acidulation, upon which fact its separation from coumarin, 
in an analysis, is due. 

Chemically identical with the vanillin of the vanilla 
bean is the so-called “synthetic vanillin,” prepared by the 
oxidation of the eugenol of clove oil; and if the use of 
this substitute for reinforcing the flavor of a true extract 
be scientifically adjusted, its detection is a chemical im 
possibility 

Analytical data indicates that vanillin is present natur 
ally in the vanilla “bean” to from I to 2.754 and curiously 
enough there appears to be no relationship between the 
trade quality of different varieties of “beans” and _ their 
vanillin contents. In fact there is some data to support 
the claim that has been made, that the poorer or cheaper 
grades of “beans” contain the most vanillin. Possibly 
the more highly prized varieties contain larger quantities 
of the characteristic vanilla resins and certain obscure 
ethers, both of which have much to do with the quality 
of an extract and concerning which we have little or 
no comparative data 

In an extract*made according to the Federal standard 
for vanilla extract (and also the U. S. P. formula), where 
by 100 cubic centimeters of the finished product must 
contain the soluble matters from 10 grams .of vanilla 
beans, there should be present from 0.06 to 0.25 rf 
vanillin, and in food inspection work it is the practice

condemn, as being reinforced with synthetic vanillin, 
all true extracts containing above 0.25% (Leach sug 
gests 0.20°4) vanillin As the extract maker adds his 
synthetic vanillin by the good old rule of guess, without 
any knowledge of how much the extract originally con- 
tains, it is only by mere luck that his reinforcement with 
the same is not detected 

As to Tonka beans (a true legume, by the way) and 
their rank smelling odoriferous principle, known as cou 
marin, a few words may be ‘of interest, especially as 
the Federal standards provide for a legally pure Tonka 
extract, which must contain not less than 0.1% (by weight) 
of coumarin, together with a “corresponding proportion 
of the other soluble matters” of the Tonka bean. 

Coumarin, chemically speaking, is the anhydride of cou 
marie acid and can be synthetically prepared from salicylic 


aldehyde. It melts at 67° Centigrade and resembles va 
nillin in its solubilities. ‘The writer, in the analysis of 
several hundred pure vanilla extracts, has never yet found 
one the ether extract of which, after the removal of the 
vanillin with ammonia, did not yield the very character- 
istic coumarin odor; yet no weighable trace of coumarin 
could be obtained, which latter fact is supported by the 
analyses of many other food inspections analysts. Unless 
the removal of the vanillin from the ether solution of the 
same be very carefully and thoroughly done, however, a 
residue (of vanillin) having the strong coumarin odor 
can be obtained in the analysis where only coumarin (if 
present) should occur, a fact which explains a number 
of unmerited condemnations of pure vanilla extracts by 
food inspection chemists who were hurried or inexcusably 
careless and one which has enabled the writer quite 
recently to effect the withdrawal of several prosecutions 
for the supposed presence of coumarin in vanilla extracts, 
which were in reality free from such. The obtaining of 
a weighable residue at the proper place in the analysis, 
which does not give the characteristic vanillin test with 
ferric chloride solution and also is not found to be 
acetanilid (an adulterant of vanillin) is the only definite 
proof of the presence of coumarin in an extract, al 

though perhaps in some cases Leach’s so-called iodine 
test can be made to work and in others enough of the 
coumarin can be purified by recrystallizing to get an ac- 
curate melting point test. A very little of the oily mat- 
ter of the ether residue from a true vanilla extract will 
suffice to lower the melting point of vanillin so as to 
closely approximate that of coumarin. There is no doubt 
but that, as pointed out above, vanillin, mistaken for cou 

marin, has frequently proved a stumbling-block in the 
careless analytical work characterizing much food inspec 

tion work, not excepting the recently established Federal 
inspection :

NEXT MEETING OF THE M. P. A. 


It has been decided by the Executive Committee of the 
Manufacturing Perfumers’ Association of the United States 
that the next meeting be held in New York City, April 
21, 22, and 23. An invitation to meet in Chicago was de 
clined by this committee for various reasons. 

The President of the Association, Mr. Theo. Ricksecker, 
wrote to the Secretary of Commerce and Labor of the 
United States, upon the announcement of the Reciprocity 
Treaty with France to inquire as to the status of Per 
fumery imported from France. He was informed that the 
duty will remain as at present. It is well to know that 
the interests of our Perfumers are so zealously guarded 
by the officers of the Association. 

It is also stated that the Executive Committee has de- 
clined to endorse the project of holding an exhibition of 
Perfumery under the auspices of the National Business 
Show Co., as the present was not considered an auspicious 
time. This does not, however, prevent any individuals 
or firms from taking part in the work if they see fit. The 
Association is not committed to the project.

We ask 
this so that the seventh edition, which is going to cost 
considerable to publish, might be made, by your aid, of 
its greatest value. We expect the seventh edition will go 
to press by the twenty-second of February.

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PURE FOOD NEWS. 


FEDERAL. 


We have ascertained that within a very short time a 
set of additional Standards will be issued by the Board of 
Food Inspection. The next F. I. D. to appear will deal 
with the Color Question, and will state that no color will 
be allowed in any product in which color does not appear 
naturally. 

The President has announced that he will appoint a 
board of five scientists to pass upon disputed questions 
relating to food and drugs. These men are to be nomi 
nated by the presidents of various universities, so that their 
opinion may receive general approval. President Ira Rem 
sen, of the Johns Hopkins University, has been asked by 
President Roosevelt to head the Board of Scientists, who 
are to form a Consulting Committee on the enforcement 
of the Pure Food and Drug Law 

Dr. H. W. Wiley reported to the House Committee on 
Agriculture, January 24th, the results of his experiments 
to determine the effects of borax, benzois acid, benzoate 
of soda, sulphate of copper, sulphur dioxide, formaldehyde 
and salicylic acid when contained in food-stuffs, upon the 
human system. He said that the term of life in America 
would be lengthened if the use of such drugs in foods was 
entirely discontinued. He attributed the wide prevalence 
of kidney disease to the constant introduction of these 
drugs into the system in foods. He held that a salt solution 
could be used instead of sulphur dioxide for the whitening 
and drying of fruit 

The presentation of a bill dealing with Pure Food mat 
ters, by Representative Mann, of Illinois, has created a 
great stir throughout the country, especially as it deals with 
the vexed question of the establishment of Standards and 
the Guaranty. Whether it can be passed at this session 
is doubtful, simply because of the general opposition to 
legislation of any kind. At the hearing of the House 
Committee (January 24) having this bill in hand, repre- 
sentatives of the American Extract Manufacturers’ Asso 
ciation appeared, Messrs. Van Skiver, Stearns and Hallock 
arguing against giving the right to make Standards of any 
kind to the Department of Agriculture 

In his address to the Canners, convened in Cincinnati 
early this month, Dr. Wiley claimed that he was doing only 
what seemed to him necessary to protect the public from 
deceit. He also stated that those who tried to have Pure 
Food Laws amended by abuse were going about the matter 
in the wrong way, but that they were retarding reforms 
which would be brought about by reasonable and measured 
protests. The press generally is no less decided in advising 
its readers against indulging in the wholesale abuse of 
officials, pointing out how the cause is injured thereby. 

An extensive laboratory is being established at Port 
land, Ore., by Dr. E. R. Doolittle, of New York (who 
has done the same in Seattle). It will take up at once the 
examination of samples of foods and drugs collected in 
the West, to ascertain in how far the Federal Law is being 
violated. A laboratory (No. 16) is being established at 
Cincinnati. 

As an instance of the logical sequence of attacks upon 
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officials, we quote one of a very large number of opinions 
of the press: 

“The National Association of Extract Manufacturers 
naturally doesn’t favor the Pure Food Law, and is venting 
its wrath on Dr. Wiley, Chief of the Bureau of Chemistry, 
in the Department of Agriculture. He has been largely 
responsible for the exposure of frauds that dishonest ex- 
tract compounders in common with other manufacturers of 
food products have long been practising on the innocent 
consumer, and so has been selected as the victim for all 
this banging, although it is really the law itself these people 
are aiming to whack over his shoulder. It is the old story, 
however : 

“*No rogue e’er felt the halter draw 
With good opinion of the law.’’ 
—Fall River, Mass., Globe. 

The Navy Department has taken steps to provide the 
service with food experts of its own, whose duty it will 
be to make chemical aralysis of the meats and other pro- 
visions purchased for the sailors. Three young officers 
have recently been detailed for a course of instruction in 
food analysis and chemistry under the tutelage of Dr. 
Harvey Wiley, Chief Food Expert of the Agricultural 
Department. The officers will spend several months in 
studying the scientific testing of foods. When they get 
their diplomas as meat experts, the officers will thereafter 
be assigned to the work of analyzing samples of all meats 
and other foods purchased by the Commissary Department. 

STATE. 

ARKANSAS.—The State Law is in force since January 
ist. It conforms with Federal, but is especially strict as 
to labels, forbidding “positive cures,” “infallible cures” and 
even “cures” on medicines or preparations. No color in 
candy. 

CALIFORNIA.—The Pure Food and Drugs Law of the 
State is now in full force, being made to conform closely 
to the Federal Law. Monthly Bulletin, Vol. 3, No. 7, of 
the State Board of Health, contains the full text of this law. 

CoLtorapo.—Inspector W. F. Cannon has notified all 
manufacturers that labels must be corrected by stickers 
after January Ist. 

Connecticut.—The New Law went into effect January 
Ist, and samples are being gathered, especially of drugs, 
for analysis. 

DELAWARE.—The Federal Law is to be applied here by 
the State Board of Pharmacy. 

GrorciA.—Attorney-General Hart has given an opinion 
that city Pure Food Laws are unconstitutional, this being 
the prerogative of the State. 

INDIANA.—According to the Monthly Bulletin of the 
State Board of Health, Vol. IX, No. 12, prosecutions 
under the Pure Food Law are numerous, resulting in fines 
for first offenses. 

Iowa.—The Pure Food officials are quite active, E. G. 
Adams, of Adams & Co., Delhi, having been arrested for 
selling an illegal Vanilla Extract. The question of guar- 
anty is also at issue. 

Kansas.—The law is being generally enforced, Pure 
Food Commissioner S. J. Crumbine making it a special 
feature to explain the law to the merchants of different 
cities. A number of drugs have been examined and 
barred. See Bulletin, Vol. IV, 1. 


MARYLAND.—The Wholesale Drug Association has pre- 
pared a Pure Food Law along the lines of the Federal, 
which has been indorsed by the Canned Goods Association 
and Manufacturing Confectioners’ Association. 

MAsSsACHUSETTs.—In the Art Museum of Springfield, 
Prof. L. B. Allyn, teacher of chemistry in the Westfield 
State Normal School, gave a lecture January jist on the 
adulteration of foods. 

MicHicGANn.—According to Bulletins 143-145, the work of 
analysis still continues. Here are a few of the results 
in Extracts:

Minnesota.—A new set of rulings has been published 
by Commissioner E. K. Slater, to go into effect within ten 
days, making the law of this State conform with Federal. 
Special labels are prescribed for all imitation Flavoring 
Extracts. 

NEBRASKA.—The first bulletin of the Pure Food Com- 
mission appeared January 20th. It is taken up with mat- 
ters of cream, etc. 


New Hampsuire.—According to the Sanitary Bulletin, 
Vol. 3, 1, considerable improvement has taken place in 
labeling of Extracts. The tables showing details of ex- 
amination and causes of barring afford good reading to 
the curious. 

New Yorx.—The trustees of the Society for Medical 
Jurisprudence met at the residence of Supreme Justice 
Maclean, January 31st, and decided that the Society should 
interest itself in the exposure and suppression of adultera- 
tion of foods. The trustees and Health Commissioner 
Darlington, Dr. John Walker, Dr. H. Ernst Schmid, of 
White Plains; Dr. Lyon, of Bloomingdale Asylum, and 
others participated. Governor Hughes urges the passage 
of a Pure Food Law. . 

At a meeting of the Pharmacists, held in New York City 
January 17th, the text of a State Drug Law was agreed 


upon 
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NortH Dakota.—In the early part of December the 
U. S. Supreme Court handed down a decision upholding 
the North Dakota paint law. This is of great importance 
to all manufacturers of food and drug products, for the 
highest court in the land has upheld the right of any 
State to make “standards of purity,” and construing the 
word purity to cover the composition of a manufactured 
product. About fifteen States have adopted the “stand- 
ards of purity” in Circular No. 19, and doubtless many 
other States will follow suit. 


OKLAHOMA.—The Pure Food Law introduced in the 
Legislature by Dr. J. J. Williams, practically enacts the 
Federal Law, but adds that all hotels must state on the 
bill of fare statements as to any foods falling below the 
standard. 


PENNSYLVANIA.—The Attorney-General has given an 
opinion that any one convicted of violating the Pure Food 
Law, and not paying the fine or having attachable property, 
may be imprisoned. 


TENNESSEE.—The Marr Pure Food Law went into effect 
January tst. It follows the Federal. 


CANADA. 


Bulletin No. 143 of the Inland Revenue Department is 
published from Ottawa, and while concerned chiefly with 
Purified Cream of Tartar shows the interest which the 
Canadians are taking in Pure Food. 





BAY OIL. 


Bay rum, which is universally popular as a cosmetic for 
the scalp, is, according to H. Berger [Therap. Monatsh, 21 
(1907), 221], an excellent preparation for the treatment 
of the skin in general. Washing the head with bay rum 
morning and night, and also repeated daily ablutions of 
the body with bay rum water, or baths in hot water to 
which bay rum has been added, are said to have an extreme- 
ly refreshing effect, and to give a feeling of comfort after 
bodily exertion, such as on marches, etc. This is particu- 
larly valuable, as Berger himself has found by personal 
experience during a sojourn in the tropics. Washing the 
hands with bay rum water, is also said to render good serv- 
ice in cracked skin above the nail-folds, According to Ber- 
ger, bay rum is unequalled in Seborrhaa sicca capitis, and it 
is said also to arrest the falling out of the hair, and even 
to promote the growth of the hair. In the tropics, bay rum 
has also been found an excellent prophylactic against vari- 
ous skin-eruptions peculiar to the tropics, and as a pre- 
ventive against mosquitoes. But, according to Berger, these 
properties only belong to genuine bay rum, produced in 
St. Thomas. It is difficult to see, however, why a good 
bay rum manufactured here should have less valuable prop- 
erties in this respect—Schimmel’s Report. 


The Los Angeles News reports that Fernand Javal, of 
Paris, who is at the Hotel Alexandria, says the firm which 
he represents may establish a branch plant for the manu- 
facture of perfumes near Los Angeles. 
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FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE.

FRANCE. 

CANNES.—We are now in a position to report as to the 
general results of last year’s crop, as follows. The Lav 
ender crop was about as anticipated, and the falling off in 
American demand, due to depression there, has tended 
to lower prices. Purchasers should, however, be on their 
guard against some of the latest falsifications, consist- 
ing of Oil Aspic dosed freely with various acetates, so 
as to seem more like Oil of Lavender. The crop of 
Aspic was quite abundant so that the market is low. 

Oil Thyme of quality is very difficult to obtain. 

The Cassie crop was smaller than in 1906 on account 
of the spring drought. 

Rosemary was produced in abundance and the Oil is of 
splendid quality. 

More Jasmin and Tuberoses were produced than in the 
previous year. 

Nothing can be said as yet of the early crop of Violets. 
The plants which were so severely touched by the drought 
of last spring, do not as yet show any marked improve- 
ment as the result of the autumn rains. 

Nicrt.—The local Chamber of Commerce is petitioning 
the Commission on Tariff to admit Essential Oils free, 
so that the manufacturers of Cannes and Grasse may not 
be at a disadvantage in competing for foreign trade. It 
is now appreciated that this is the smallest assistance that 
the Government should give to these manufacturers who 
are doing so much for French industry. 

Paris.—At the funeral of M. Henri Guilbac, who has 
been Secretary of L’Union Mutuelle de la Parfumerie (The 
Mutual Perfumers’ Union) for three years, M. Chauvier, 
the President, paid a high tribute to the departed, both 
as an officer of the society and as a man. 


SPAIN. 


Maprip.—The principal Olive Growers here at a late 
meeting determined to secure legislative aid for the 
prevention of the adulteration of Olive Oil.

THE U. S. CONSULS SAY: 

Arasia.—Consul Wm. Coffin, of Maskat, reports that 
Perfumery is considered a necessity in Oman. The French 
supply the demand chiefly, sending elaborately-decorated 
boxes in fancy cartons. The Arabs like heavy, strong per- 
fumes, Otto of Roses, Musk and Almond being favorites. 
If put up in elaborate bottles and with fancy labels Amer- 
ican goods should sell well. 

Spain.—The figures of imports for 1906 show that 
during the year goods to the amount of more than $19,000,- 
000 were brought into the country under the classification 
of Drugs and Chemicals, including medicines and per- 
fumery. Some three tons of Perfumery were imported 
from the United States. 

Mexico.—Consul-General Hanna writes that_ perfumes, 
soap and toilet articles generally are supplied from France, 
though shaving soap comes chiefly from the United States. 
Germany is making efforts to catch the trade, labelling the 
goods in Spanish, a good device for gaining customers. 

Consul LeRoy, of Durango, Mex., reports the cotton 
belt of that district to be the center of soap manufacture, 
enormous profits being made. Laundry soaps lead, though 
some unperfumed soaps and some toilet soaps are im- 
ported from the United States. Of the latter some $30,000 
per annum are imported. 

Ecyprt.—The selling price of Gum Arabic has declined 
steadily for six years. In Igo1 the average price per kilo. 
was 38 milliemes (17%c.), while last year it was 20 
milliemes (10c.). The yield of this gum, which is actually 
the sap of a tree, was the lowest known in 1906. 

Caxcutra, Inpta—Consul-General Michael reports: In- 
dian Geranium oil has lately been marketed unadulterated, 
and commands a good price. Price of Geranium last year 
was, however, the lowest on record, but still satisfactory to 
growers. 

The Lemon-grass oil, made from what is usually called 
Andropogon citratus, while allied to rusa grass, is quite 
distinct from it in its ‘chemical composition. It has a 
lemonlike odor and taste and readily dissolves in 70 per 
cent. alcohol. This oil is made in southern India during 
the time of year when the grass is sufficiently green and 
juicy to render it profitable to work. The larger portion 
of the oil is used in the manufacture of Citral and Ionone, 
an artificial violet perfume. The most delicate violet per- 
fume is made from it, and, considering the cheapness of the 
base of the perfume, is sold in American markets at an 
exorbitant price. 
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Citronella oil is distilled from grass grown in Ceylon, 
with an estimated 60,000 acres now in cultivation. Two 
crops are grown in a year, and the harvests occur in July 
or August and in December. The average yield of oil to 
the acre of grass is from 368 to 460 ounces in the summer 
and about half that in winter. The record year of exports 
was 1899, when they amounted to 1,500,000 pounds. It is 
inferior to the Lemon-grass oil, and has been used in 
adulterating the latter in foreign laboratories. He finds 
that the methods of extraction are primitive, consisting 
of the distillation of plants or parts of plants by boiling 
with water and condensing the steam, just as was done 
eighty years ago.

(Chlorophyll.) 

UNITED States v. MAGNus. 


U. S. Circuit Court, Southern District of New York, Janu- 
ary 13, 1908. Suit 4906. 


CHLOROPHYLL—UNENUMERATED ARTICLE—COLOR. 
Chlorophyll, used for staining foodstuffs and essen- 
tial oils, is not dutiable as a color under paragraph 58, 
tariff act of 1897, but as an unenumerated manufac- 
tured article under section 6. 


ON application for review of a decision by the Board of 
United States General Appraisers. 

[Decision adverse to the Government. ] 

For decision below see G. A. 6560 (T. D. 28018), re- 
versing the assessment of duty by the Collector of Cus- 
toms of the Port of New York on importations by Magnus 
& Lauer. 

The substance in controversy, which was invoiced as 
“chlorophyll soluble in fat, soft,” and as “chlorophyll liquid, 
soluble in alcohol and water,” was classified under para- 
graph 58, tariff act of 1897, as a color, and was contended 
by the importers to be dutiable under section 6 as an 
unenumerated manufactured article. 

The evidence showed that the article could not be used 
practically for dyeing purposes, but that it was used for 
staining foodstuffs and essential oils. The Board was 
therefore of the opinion that the article was not a “color” 
within the meaning of said paragraph, and sustained the 
importers’ contention. This conclusion was stated to be 
on the authority of Jn re Berlin Aniline Works, G. A. 
6272 (T. D. 27054), which has since been affirmed by the 
Circuit Court, Southern District of New York, in United 
States v. Berlin Aniline Works (154 Fed. Rep., 925; T. D. 
28280).

The protest related to articles invoiced as “resinoide of 

orris,” “essence absoute balsam Peru,” “civet,” and 

“opoponax.” ‘They were classified as essential oils under 

paragraph 3, Tariff Act of 1897, and were claimed to be 

free of duty as enfleurage grease under paragraph 6206. 

The appraiser reported that these substances “severally 

result from an action of a suitable solvent, afterwards re- 

moved, on orris root, Peru balsam, civet, and opoponax 
gum,” and that in view of the fact that none of the sub- 
stances so dissolved is a flower, the resulting product 
could not be enfleurage grease. Assessment affirmed. 
G. A. 5,972 (T. D. 26,181) followed. 


INSECTICIDE SOAP. 


In Le Teinturier Pratique is an account of a soap which 
not only destroys insects, but their eggs as well, without 
losing its cleansing qualities. The base is made of 
sebaceous or resinous matter or a mixture of both. Mix 
with this in either liquid or powder form 100 parts of ex- 
tract of aloes to 15 or 20 parts of the base. Then let this 
mixture dry or solidify, and we have an insecticide soap. 
To increase the insect-killing quality, add to the liquid 
or powdered soap, before it solidifies, 10 to 20 parts by 
weight of petroleum. It is also suggested to add to the 
soap, 10 to 20 parts of its weight of alum or 30% of oil 
of lavender; either one or the other will assuredly destroy 
the eggs of the insects. ‘This product is very effective 
for the washing of domestic animals, such as dogs, horses 
and cows. For destroying parasites on plants the sprink- 
ling of the plants with a solution of the soap will suffice.

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ESSENTIAL OILS. 

Apathy is the one word which expresses the condition of 
the Essential Oil market. Consumers have been purchas- 
ing only as little (not as much) as was absolutely needed, 
and consequently there was little movement. 

Within the last few days news has come from Messina 
of considerable life in Oil Lemon. Several houses have 
received cables raising prices ten cents per pound. This 
is the usual movement at about this time. The speculators 
took little interest in Lemon so long as the price was low 
and the public took no part in the market, but now that 
some are offering a price for goods, shippers decline to 
accept any very large orders, and the speculators begin to 
buy and put the market up. Whether they will be able to 
push it as high as last year remains to be seen. It is 
strange that the consumer is so slow to learn that money is 
to be made by contracting early for Messina Oils, which 
always advance as the season progresses. 

Another marked feature of the American market is the 
very great advance in Oil Spearmint, and the decline in 
Oil Cloves. The former is explained as being due to a 
special demand of gum-manufacturers, and the latter by 
the decline in the price of Cloves, a large crop having 
been predicted. 

BEANS. 
As American buyers are holding off to the very last 


moment in the hope of lower prices, the sales during the 
last month have been very limited. There is a slight 
weakening in the price of Paras, but all other varieties 
hold up with considerable firmness. There is nothing to 
indicate any great recession in prices, and when our manu- 
facturers do go into the market, as they must sooner or 
later, it is predicted that prices will soar. 

SOAP MATERIALS. 

The changes in the prices of these products are only 
fractional—simply because general stagnation is felt mark- 
edly by soap-makers—and the activity predicted has not 
yet made itself felt
